CURE FOR COLDS 


The federal Food and Drug Administration 


has released some of the anti-histamine 
drugs for sale without a doctor's prescrip- 
tion, and apparently they are to be sold as 
a remedy' for the common cold. The anti- 
histaminics HTO quite new, so'new that rare 
is the household dictionary which will give 
the reader any help with the name. They 
were developed In connection with the study 
of allergies, chiefly in hay fever and asthma, 
and are drugs which are found to have the 
ability to oppose or neutralize histamine, a 
mysterious substance produced within the 
body of a person when he is exposed to some- 
thing to which he is allergic. Not very much 
is known as yet about either histamine or 
the anti-histamine drugs. 


It would be a gross exaggeration of medi- 


cal opinion to say that the anti-histaminics 
;trc a cure for the common cold, So far as 
has boon established, there is no cure for the 
cold; there are only medicines which relieve 
the symptoms, while the cure remains up 
to the natural processes of the body. Be- 
cause of the similarity between the symp- 
toms of cold and those of many allergies, 
experiments wore made with the use of 
unti-histaminics in treating colds. The first 
clinical experiments were made only a year 
or two ago, and it is far too early to jump 
1o conclusions, but some doctors have be- 
lieved the results significant enough to be 
excited about. In cases where the drug was 
administered within a matter of hours after 
the very first sign of a cold appeared, re- 
markably few colds developed. This is 
enough indeed almost to justify thinking in 
terms of the svord "cure". 


Sight should not be lost of the hazards 


attached to the use of anti-histaminics. In 
normal dosage they sometimes produce the 
I'ffeet of a potent sleeping pill, and there are 
inherent dangers in overdosage of any drug 
which alters the chemistry of the body. The 
use of these drugs, and the hope that they 
may banish the cold, should be approached 
with caution. 


PROTECTION FROM RACERS 


The National Aeronautic Association has 


set up new rules intended to reduce the pos 
Mbllity of injury to bystanders and damage 
to their property from closed course racing 
of airplanes, races in which the planes circle, 
around a course marked by pylons or other 
markers. The new rules require the approval 
of surrounding communities before sanction 
will be given to such a race which takes 
planes beyond tho limits of an established 
air field. 


The now rules were prompted by an acci- 


dent at the national air races in Cleveland 
in September, when the racing pilot Wil- 
liam Odom was killed in a crash which also 
caused the deaths of tsvo bystanders, seri- 
ous injury to a third and the destruction 
of a home. Almost everyone concerned with 
aviation wants racing continued, at least in 
some forms, because of the impetus it,gives 
to technical development. If racing con- 
tinues some accidents are inevitable; it 
would bo almost Impossible to make a set 
of rules which would infallibly prevent them. 
But it does not have to be an inevitable con- 
comitant that bystanders and their property 
should be involved. 


These new regulations, if communities .re- 


fuse to approve racing over settled areas, 
might pa-ovkle at least part of the needed 
protection for people on the ground,

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

Washington.— What Secretary 


of- the Navy Matthews- is,-up 
against in the demotion1 of Adm. 
Louis Denfeld is not Denfekl's 
testimony before Congress,1; but 
the basic question Q£ whether the 
Navy. Department is to lie run 'by 
a civilian. 


Except for stubborn. old Jor 


scphus Daniels, who- ;;wasv, thor- 
oughly, hated .by the admirals, and 
Charles: Edison, who, was. finally 
eased out by the admirals,'1 there 
has"been'/i)o secretary .of the navy 
in the last 50 years who has real- 
ly dominated the Navy Depart- 
ment. • . 
In' a previous column it was 


shown how Secretary .of the1 N«vy 
S*rank Knox was constantly short- 
circuted or ignored -by .the ad- 
mirals. One thing that upset Knox 
was tbe terrible submarine trage- 
dy and the'navy's inability-to cope, 
with it, during the firsj year of 
the-war, 
In World War 1 not.a single 


American soldier was lost from 
submarine Attack while crossing 
the Atlantic. In World War, 2 the 
death1 toll was, so great that it 
was kept a strict military secret, 
and only,aflei-ward v^s it known 
that 4,400 American -troops need- 
lessly drowned. 'And ithis did not 
include merchant .seamen. 
'. 


' In addition, the sinking of mer- 
chant vessels eveti one year, after 
Pearl" Harbor hit the 'sickening 
total of l,000,pOO tons per month. 
Nazi U-"boats lurked along the 
American coast with ' brazen ef- 
frontery; prowled'near'the beach- 
es of Atlantic Cityy Jacksonville 
nnd r. Miami.'

Despite the'.sccrecy, the Ameri- 
can' public know that, something 
was wrong'with the navy's de- 
fenses. But few people ever knew 
What went on inside; 
Secretary Knox stormed, ca- 


But he "could 
not quickly surmount the mistake 
the admirals made 'in concen- 
trating on, big battleships at the 
expense of'the unglamoroiis escort 
vessel.

Duke of Windsor Intervene.1) 
Tha. admirals were also urged 


to, borrow submarine experts from 
the'British, who had gone through 
two • years' of,fighting Nuzi subs, 
and', just about hud them licked. 
However, only .one British naval 
officer was invited to advise the 
Anfferican navy. 


Subsequently tho DuUs of Wind- 
sor and .Fred Seurfes of the Wai- 
Shipping' Administration stepped 
in to pevsundc the navy to adopt 
'the protective device which ulti- 
mately, defeated, the submarine. 
The device, invented by Lieut. 
Comdr, .Cnr! Hcriut Holm, u 
Danish-born American nnvul offi- 
cer, got bogged down between 
three navy bureaus, nil rivals— 
.Navnl Ordnance 'Laboratory, Bu- 
reau' of Ships, and Bureau of 
•Ordnance. Between-them, the In- 
•vontlon remulned stymied for two 
whole. years — while 
American 


ships and lives were being sent 
dally to the bottom of the sen. 
It "was Fred 
Seurles, who, 
learning of .the' invention from 
the . Duke, 'warned1 the riclmiilils' 
.Unit if they did not immediately 
use this untl-subroariiio weapon, 
the Maritime Commission would 
use it'independently.

James Forrcstal became 
secretary'of the navy, his former 
aide, Cnpt. John Gingrich, .tipped 
him off to this practice, suggested 
that Foin-ostul go up to the com- 
munications room and Jook over 
the other telegrams the admirals 
held out on him. 


This Fort'cst.nl did, 'Slmultane- 


ously, Captain Gingrich got dis- 
ciplined. The top brass. relegated 
him to the Innocuous job of chief

where he could not lip off the 
secretary'of the navy'any more. 
That was the turning point in 
Forresters running of the navy— 
not unlike Secretory Matthews' 
crisis with Doirfeld today. He or- 
dered Gingrich back to Washing- 
ton as deputy chief o£ perso'nitcl, 
appointed Admiral' Denfeld chief 
of personnel, and things went 
smoothly for Forrestal from that 
point until the grueling debate 
over untilcatlon set in,

when 
Forrcstnl. ' finally 


sided against the admirals in fa- 
vor of unification, some of them 
never forgave him. They worked 
against him in much'' the-way they 
have opposed Secretory Matthew;. 
And. in the last two months of his

whore John.-Doe, il he has com- 
mitted some crime wtthtn the 
court's jurisdiction, can rest «»• 
stircd that he will receive a fair 
li'lnt and if convicted, receive a, 
sentence tempered, not. alone by 
live letter of the law, but by all 
the 
estenuBthig 
cU'eumstances. 
The City Judge Is given broad 
discretionary powers eoncemlng 
the imposition of a sentence, to 
urimlnal matters. Unfortunately, 
at times, the faoka demand a, Jail 
Aentencc. but many thne* I have 
fount), in my experience, that 
merely to bring a person Into 
court and face public censure Js 
mtwy times more punitive than' 
assessing..a large fine. The loss ol 
refnttatlon and the ill esteem ol 
the public is the 'real punishment 
and frequently serves to bring the 
detcridnnt to his senses. On the 
plea of guilty, or a finding of 
guilty by a Jury or. the Court after 
u trial, it becomes the duty of the 
Court to pronounce sentence. It- 
has the power to do a number of 
different things. The punishment 
should not only be appropriate-to 
the offense; -it thouid also be 
suited to the circumstances of the 
defendant. 
An 
ill 
considered, 
harsh -sentence may create a 
gveut hardship; a too lenient one 
may lead to a complete 
breakdown. The city judge ' 
suspend sentence when the 
c'urnstBnces warrant it, and if, the 
sentence is sttspended he may «}»o 
pUice the convicted man on pi-o- 
ballon, and specify as part of the 
terrps of that probation,. that he 
perform certain 
proper 
acts, 
Placing a man on probation 
is^ 


often warranted when the eiretWt- 
stances of himself and his tamily 
are such that the immediate pay- 
ment of a substantial fine or the: 
imposition of a jail sentence wiH 
result in hardship to his innocent 
wife and. -children. Under ouv 
City Charter, We have a probation 
officer 
assigned to 
the> Court 
whose duty it is to guide and as-' 
slst the probationer so that, he 
again does not transgress the 
law, I might add that our City is 
favored with a very upstanding 
and conscientious probation' offi- 
cer, Benson Milier, 
Your City Court is a -place 
where Mr. and Mrs. John Doe 
can come to settle • domestic 
problem which has gone beyond 
oil the other efforts for solution. 
I have been gratified to find that 
often a frank discussion with the 
parties In the privacy of my office 
has gone a long way towards a 
lasting solution. Some need only 
& stern reminder of their family 
duties and obligations to make 
them see a solution of their own. 
Others must be .forced to meet 
their obligations of support or to 
slop habits of abusing members 
of their families witn physical 
violence. Your court has adequate 
powers to correct these evils and 
I Assure you that I do not he*l- 
titte to use them when less dra»- 
Uc solutions fail. 


Your City Court is also « place 


where John Jones can bring an 
action in a civil matter involving 
less than $500. This assures him 
of n speedy handling of the, nut 
tor, without the expense Involved 
in bringing the same action in 
one of the higher courts. 


. There are many other things 
which I could bring out about 
your City Court but while time 
permits, I would like to say that 
I have long thought that a city 
judge, besides performing his reg- 
ular judicial duties, could do a 
further civic service by initiating, 
with -other Interested attorneys 
and individuals, a program of IB- 
tttrucUve Uilta and demonstra- 
tions designed to inform, ,ih some 
details, our high school students 
of the operation and functions of 
our judicial system. A program 
of this type would supplement 
their regular courses and assure 
tm that they Will go on Into their 
maturity svith that much' more 
nwai'eness of their heritage. 
am elected as city Judge, I prom- 
ise you that I shall use my every 
effort to initiate such a program 


and carry it out to its successful 
conclusion. Mn, conclusion let me 
*ay once-mpre'that"while I have 
occupied'the bench as your city 
judge, I1 have' made; every effort 
to maintain a.-high standard of 
efficiency in running, your court 
which I know you deserve., "I hope 
that my .remarks tonight have 
shown you 'that I'am fully aware 
of the great responsibilities of nty 
position and have left you with 
an assurance that I will, fulfill my 
duties and obligations to the best 
of my ability. I'.'I would like to 
take this opportunity to say that 
the time demands of my duties as 
city Judge4 and ol .the s present po- 
litical campaign have1 not per- 


mitted me-.to see as many of you 
good people as I desired to, 


Nevertheless, I would appre- 


ciate! your support and the sup- 
port of ail your friends on Elec- 
tion' Day. . 1 .say to you that if 
elected,: t shall fulfill the ofUeo of 
city judge of the City of Kings- 
ton to the best of my ability and 
that all decisions that I msiy make 
will bo made by me after
